4.0.D.E., I am pleased to present to 
you, Sir, and through you to ‘the 
Schools of Strathmore, this set of 
War Memorial Pictures, Following 
the Armistice, and during the years 
1919 and 1920, the 1.0.D.E. through- 
out Canada set themselves to devise 
some plan whereby they could make 
some reward to the families of men 
‘who had fallen in the Great War, or 
of those who were totally disabled. 
They devolved what they call their 
National Educational War Memorial 
Fund for this work, an amount ap- 
proaching $500,000 was to be raised. 
This Educational Memorial has a 
three fold plan; first, to ithe pupil in 
each province in the Dominion in the) 
Matriculation or High School leaving 
examination, a sum of $300 annually | 
is given to help in their university} 
course, that pupil, of course, being the 
son or daughter of a fallen or totally | 
disabled soldier; 2nd, the student ob-| 
taining the highest standing in the | 
province at a university, an overseas 
scholarship of $1,400 is given; the 
third side of this plan was the secur- 
ing of 1,000 sets of these War Mem- 
orlal Pictures, the originals of which 
bang in the National Art Gallery in 
London, By these pictures, sir, it was 
hoped to instil and keep fresh in the 
minds.and hearts of the children of 
our schools a spirit of loyalty and 
deep reverence for the men, who, for 
the sake of Canada and the Empire, 
endured the horrors of war, sufferel 
extreme tortures of pain and priva- 
tion, and heart-weariness that only |
